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osed Amnesty Proclamation,
;::nul::::l;a to be little donbt that Mr. John-
son is abont to issue & proclamation of am-
nosty to all or nearly all the persons ocon-
cornod in the late Rebellion. Practioally, this
will be of vary little moment, As thers is not
muoh likeliheod that any of them would ever
be brought to trial or punishment anyhow,
But as ahowing Mr." Johnson’s determination
to override the law, and to antagonize himself
against Congress, the matter is of conaiderable
m oment. Congraes, at its last session, repoaled
that olause of the law which specially oconferred
upon the President the power to granl am.
nesties. Mr. Johuson neither signed the bitl
containing the repeal nor vetoed it, but kept it
beyond the time limited by the Counstitution,
go that it beoame a lnw without his signatare.
But it is claimed that, under the Constitution,
the President has the power to grant sn am-
nesty without any law therefor. This, evi-
dentl¥, was not the view of Congress when
the power was conferred by law, nor when that
lew was repealed. The Presidont, therefore,
will ba assuming & doubtful power, to say the
least.

It has been suggested that the granting of
an amnesty by the President would work a
removal of the disability to take part in the
work of reconstruction imposed by Congress
upon cortain leaders of the Rebellion. The New
York Herald has urged with censiderabls per-
gistency the granting of an ammnesty on this
very ground. Buot here, again, weé mest an
express provision of law that no pardon or
amnesty granted by the Prasident shall confer
the privilage of suffrage or the holdiog of office
upon any person otherwise disqnalified. This
is the law, and it Is so plain that it cannot ba
evaded. It oan only be openly discarded and
ignored. Perhaps this is what the President
means to do. '

Perhaps he has concluded to make no more
pretense of obeying and executing the laws, bat
to manage matters according to his own will.
If so, the sooner he demonstrates that fact by
gome definite overt act the better, He has
already nullified the spirit of the laws in
numberless instances, but he has been careful
alwaya to leave a loophole of escape. Now,
however, as hie is upon the ““war path,”” per-
haps he will venture on more open aots.
Unlegs something of this kind is in contem-
plation, the issuing of an amnesty proclama-
tion will have no more practical significance
than one of Binokley's profound productions.

Bavoss rou Fimsses.—We notice a resola-
tion sdopted at the Convention of the Presi-
dentd of PFire Companiés yesierday whioh
soems & sensible one. Tt states, in view of the
fact that the erowds of idlers and loafers who
yun to fires interfere with the proper dis-
oharge of the duty of the firemen, that & com-
pany badge be worn by each regular member,
and that the Beoretary of each company keep
an aocount of the number and nawme of the
member receiving the same, and furnish
the Chief Engiueer a copy of the register, so
that in case of any misdemeanor on the part
of any member registered, e conld be reported
to the ocompany of which he was a member

or their action.

This seems to be a fensible way of reform
of abuses which are rapidly making the com-
panies a nulsance instead of a blessing, It is
not the regiar member who provoekes and
causes quarrels and commits thefta, but the

ngers-on, and some stringent rule should be

od to prevent their taking part. By the

d regulation each company wonld be
responsible for its members, and sach membar
have s character to sustain, which would be
lost by any misconduct. Anyhow, the pro-
posed plan will do no hra, wnd the experi-
maent is well worth a trial, as the evil ls great.

iae Howraxo WiLn Casg, —One of the most
singular and importaut will cases ever tried in
New England is soon to come before the United
States Clreuit Court in Boston., Sylvia Ann
Howland died on the 2d of July, 1865, leaving
an estate of over two millions of dollars. Beve-
ral bequests were made by her will, amounting
in all to about half of ber property. The re-
mainder was to be pat into the hands of trus-
tees, who were to pay the whole Income theceof
to her nlece, Helty M. Robinson, now Mrs,
Greene.

The will was offered for probate on the 4th of
August, 1865, when it was contested by the
heir-at-law, Mre. Greene, but, aiter one poat-
ponement and a hearing, it was admitted,

Mrs, Greene thereupon filed an appeal, on the
ground that the testatrix, at the time of mak-
ing the will, was incompetent and unduly influ-
enced, This appeal was afterwards withdrawn,
apnd tne decision of the Probate Judge affirmed.
The execuotor was then informed that the
contestant would claim the whole estate,
on the ground of @ contract made with her,
aud wcoordingly Mrs. Greene filed & bill in
equity with the clerk of the United States
Cireuil Court 1n Boston. This bill setsa out
that In 16862, m accordance with o written
agreement, she and her aunt made mutoal wills;
that thess wills were exchanged; that by the
terms of the agreement no subsequent will by
glther, without due noliceé to the other, would
be binding; that no such votice was glven to the
contestant; and that, therefore, the will made
by the decedent pursuant to sald sgreement js
the ouly valid testament. The awmsawer denles
all the nllegations in the bill

For a year past the parties have been taking
testimony, which filis a printed volume of over
o thousand pages. The most emivent eounsel of
Boaton and New Bedford have been engaged,
and the litigants have abundant meavs to pro-
tract the smit.

BANTA Fr, New Mexleo, August 19.—Very
Reversnd Dear Drother; — AL last we have
reached Santa Fe, after a tedlous, mtigulog,
hard, and dnuTeroun journey ol sixiy-two days
noroes tbe Plalus, During the first 150 mailes
we had rainy and stormy weather., Tnen for
200 miles the cholarn raged, from which a great
